Measures Proposed Whereby the Peas­ 
ants May Be Pacified. 
j 
Bucharest, Roumania, March 27.— 
M easures proposed by the governm ent 
to meet the demands o fthte revolted 
peasantry and end the civil war which 
is devastating Moldavia and W ellachia 
were announced in the Official Gazette 
in the shape of a proclam ation issued 
In the name of King Charles. 
The 
royal proclam ation appeals for the pat* 
I riotic co-operation of the people to se­ 
cure the re-establishm ent of tranquil- 
i lity, and announces th a t the sovereign 
has agreed to the im m ediate suppress 
aion of some of the heavy taxes, w’hile 
h ereafter farm lands will be cultivat­ 
ed by the state or leased directly to 
the peasants. 
N one of the large syndicates here­ 
tofore engaged in farm ing vast tracts 
I of land will be allow’eri to hold more 
than 8,000 acres. 
The docum ent also gives notice of 
the introduction of laws to am elior­ 
ate the condition of the peasantry, fa­ 
cilitating the raising of money to pav 
rents, reform ing taxation 
of 
small 
h o ld in g s and revising term s of agree­ 
ments, which at present practically en­ 
slave the peasantry.

Muskogee, March 27.—Claiming they 
were clothed with greater power than 
the I nited Htates government, a so­ 
called Socialist chili, composed of ne­ 
groes, each of them who exhibited a 
commission from an alleged detectlv

of a house in the northern [tart of the 
city, mostly populated with negro***, 
and refused to vacate. 
A warrant of 
ejectment was Issued, and Policeman 
John 
Cofield was sent to serve it. 
While performing his duty he was 
snot above the heart with a large re­ 
volver by one of the members of the 
society and perhaps fatally Injured. 
Guy Fisher, a salesm an for the Mus­ 
kogee Produce company, who went to 
Cofleld'a assistance, wag shot in a 
shoulder. 
In thirty minutes five deputy m ar­ 
shals and the sam e num ber of pollee 
surrounded 
the house. 
Deputy M ar­ 
sha! Ledbetter dismounted and 
ap­ 
proached two armed negroes standing 
on the porch. 
The officer said: 
“Consider your­ 
selves under arrest.'’ 
‘ Not on your life,” replied one of 
the negrfies. at the same tim e exhibit 
mg what appeared to 
commission, which 
pocket.

Albert and Jam es Barker, leaders of 
the society, are among the dead.

Can Be Easily Made at Homa lf Pre­ 
ferred—Good Substitute for Po­ 
tatoes—To Serve with Scram ­ 
bled Eggs. 


The noodle is to the German wife 
’ what spaghetti and macaroni repre­ 
sent to the Italian, backbone of daily 
diet. 
The American housewife, usual- 
lly quick to seize upon ai! good paints 
of foreign cookery, is just waking up 
to 
the 
economic 
iMiRsibilities 
of 
noodles, which now come ready pre­ 
pared like macaroni and spaghetti, in 
packages and in three different sizes 
of golden stripes, flue, medium and 
broad. 
Noodle factories bear investigation, 
and their manilla* lure is so rapid a 
process that they are clapped Into 
boxes before dust germs have time 
lo settle upon them. 
For the busy 
housewife the ready to nae noodle is 
a boon, but if .you have time to pre­ 
pare th-'rn yourself bere la a reliable 
recipe: 
One pound sifted flour, five 
raw 
eggs, two saltspoons salt, two table- 
j (spoons cold milk. 
Heap the 
sifted 
Hour on your bread board and make 
! a well in th** center of the flour. Into 
this turn the raw 
eggs, then add 


I milk and salt aud with your hand 
work the whole into a 
fine paste. 
Roll into a ball, then flatten with your 
hands until it looks Ilk** a thick, flat 
i rake. 
Allow it to stand thus for 
lien minutes. 
Roll with floured roll­ 
ing pin until it is half .in inch thick. 
Leave it thus for five minutes, thi n 
[roll again until it is no thicker than 
a sheet of wrapping paper. 
After 
leaving it thus for five minutes, dl 
vide the past** into two sections and 
roll each until wafer-like thin. Slice 
very thin and allow them to stand 
3 5 minutes to dry thoroughly before 
using, 
lr packed in a cool, dry place 
they will keep several days. 
In frying noodles do not use too 
much fat and drain thoroughly before 
serving. 
In using 
prepared 
noodles 
boil 
alone a few minutes 
before 
adding 
other ingredients. 
Drop Into bolling 
salted water, rook briskly for ten min­ 
utes, then drain in colander. 
Noodles with Ham. 
Cut raw shred ham into narrow 
strips. 
Fry in saucepan until crisp;

quantity of 
noodles 
which have been boiled and fry until 
the latter are browned. 
Serve very 
hot on squares of toast. 
Substitute for Potatoes. 
In an emergency boil noodles ten 
minutes, drain, pour into hot dish and 
add melted butter. 
Then sprinkle 
with ground motzoth or crackers pul­ 
verized, and browned in a pan with 
a little butter. 
Noodles au Gratin. 
Boil and drain the noodles and stir 
Into them a liberal quantity of grated 
Parmesan or American cheese. Turn 
into a cooking dish, pour over them a 
thick cream sauce made with milk, 
add a dash of paprika, cover the top 
of the dish with grated cheese 
anti 
bits of butter. 
Bake until a golden 
brown. 
* 
Noodles Baked in Gravy. 
An excellent way to use the bowl­ 
ful of gravy left from yesterday’s din­ 
ner. 
Remove the grease which has 
gathered on rop of the cold gravy, 
turn the boiled noodles into a baking 
dish, rubbed lightly with butter, pour 
the gravy over the noodles and bake 
until top is brown and crisp. 
Eggs Scrambled with Noodles. 
Boil fine noodles and after draining 
cut into short pieces. 
Have ready an 
equal Quantity of raw 
eggs, 
just 
broken, not beaten to a froth. 
Turn 
the noodles into a saucepan with a 
bit of butter, toss until golden brown, 
and then add the eggs, cooking until 
the latter are firm.
